INCE the Arrival of the laft Letters from Conftantinople, our Court 
S feems no lounger to queftion the breaking outof a War, the Seat of 
which will be in Perfia, between the Porte and Meriweys on the 
one Part, and the Czar and the young Sophi, on the other. 

Copenhagen, Fan. 8. The Princefs Chriftiana Amélia, of whom the 
Queen was Delivered about two Months ago, died this Morning about 
Three. 

Hamburg, Fan. 11. Letters from Petersburg fay, an Exprefs was lately 
difpatched fiom thence to Conftantinople; with Orders to the Ruffian Re- 
fident at the Porte,to réturn home. 

Paris, Jan.12. The Infanta Queen being now out of Da ager, the Kin 
will not go to the Caftle of Marli, ashe intended, but will contiaue fy 
Trianon, where a Theatre will be ere€ted for the Cothpanies of Italian 
and French Comedians, who are to A& there dlterriately till the 2 3d In- 
ftant, when His Majefty will return to his Caftle of Verfailles. , 

Upon an uncertain Report, That the Government is going to circulate 
State Bills, all manner of Eatables, which aré already exceflive dear, rife 
higher and higher every Day.

‘The.Gzar intends a Week hence to {et out for 
Mofcow, with the whole Court and-all: the foreign Minifters, A new Am- 
baffador is expected fhortly from Perfia with, confiderable-Prefents. Laft 
Night the Czar fupp’d at the Houfe of Admiral Cruys, which was fine. 
ly illuminated ; all the Minifters,Admirals and, Generals being likewife in. 
vited.! The Council of War has ordered,that forthe Ruture no more fo- 
reign Officers be admitted into our Troops, except-fuch as are Natives of 
Sweden or Livonia. 

Florence, December 16th. Our great Duke is often at his Devotions to 
the miraculous Image of Imprunetto, and doubles his Vows to 
Heaven for the Succefs of a certain Affair of great Importance to the 
illuftrious Family of Medicis ; yet he is far from being Pricftsridden, and 
has much as Efteem for one of his Minifters of State, as for his Father 
Confeffor. 

London, January 7th. Since our laft, alfoarrived a Mail from France, 
with Advice, That the Infanta-Queen’s Illnefs was only the Meafles, of 
which fhe is now entirely out of Danger.

Vienna, Decem. 30. We have received Letters from Conftantinople, 
which contain the following Particulars of the Audience the Grand Vifier 
gave to the Envoy of the young Sophi: That Envoy having complained 
to the Grand Vifier, about the Irruption made by the Turks into Geor- 
gia and other Provinces of Perfia, reprefented, how punctually the King 

is Mafter kept Peace with the Porte, whilft that Court was at War with 
the Chriftian Princes. He alfo affirmed, thatthe Sophi has ftill a fufi- 
cient Number of Forces for oppofing his Enemies, and fuppreffing the 
Rebels, To which he added, That if the Porte will do their Duty, the 


. Sophi, on his Part, will not be ungrateful. The Grand Vilier anfwered, 


That the Porte would not have taken Poffeffion of Georgia, and other 
Provinces of the Perfians, if the Ruffians, whofe exorbitant Power on 
the Side of Afia, has already given great Umbrage to the Porte, had 
not been invited into thefe Countries. The Grand Vifier alfo was not 
behind hand with him in Reproaches about the Conduct of the Sophi, 
who, he faid, a€ts in Concert with the Emperor of Ruffia; the latter 
having an Emiflary at Taurus, without whofe Advice no Step is taken. 
After this the Envoy preffed the Grand Vifier for a poficive An{wer. The 
Grand Vifier thereupon declared to him, That there never will be Safety 
to the Sophi, ualefs he abandons the Party of the Emperor of Ruffia, and 
entirely chrows himfelf upon che Clemency of the Sultan, &5c. 

The fame Letters add, Thatthe Defign of the Ottoman Porte. is to 
poffcfsthemfelves of one Part of Perfia,-and in fome Meafure to make 
the Poffeffor of the seft tributary to the Sultan; ’tis with that 
Intent that the Grand -Signior -is fending Troops trom Cairo to Perfia, 
befides a confiderable Body gf Janizarics. The Turks are aifo putting 
themfelves in a good sate Defenee on the Side of Reffia, reforming 
their Troops, providing tir old Magazines, and erecting new ones at

They write from Paris, That the new Miniftry, améng other Things 
have regulated the Titles and Family of the Duke of Chartres, now pre- 
fumptive Heir of the Crown, according to the A& of Renunciation made 
by ‘Pdilip, prefent King of Spaiz,That he is from henceforth to take upoa.

which the King takes to himfelf ; his Family and Houfhold are fetrléd ue 
pon the fame Foot, as were thofe of Francis the 1{t, when he was Coung 
of Angoulefme, and prefumptive Heir to the Crown; His principal Of 
ficers are to be, 2 firft Gentleman of Bed-Chamber; a Mafter of the Horfe, 
a Captain of his Guards, and a chiet Stewart of the Houfhold; who are 
already named by the King, and are all Perfons of Rank ; he is moreover 
to have a Secretary, a chief Phyfician, two Chamberlains, twelve 
Gentlemen in Ordinary, two Pages of the Chamber, and feveral inferior 
Officers not worth naming. At |

and Hildefheim ix Commendam, etpecially the former, it being become a 
Cuftom among the Canons there, to compliment the EleCtor of Cologa 
with theit Bifhopric. 

?Tis reckoned 70 Miles in Extent one Way, and @¢ another, containg 
2 Baronies, 18 wall’d Towns, feveral wealthy Abbeys, and 400 popu- 
lous Villages; and is a Country fo rich and pleafant; that becaufe of the 
Multitude of Ecclefiaftics that dwell in thofe Parts, they call it the Clere 
gymens Paraaife: And ’tis really a fine Country, natwith(tanding its moft

Whoever is Bifhop of Liege is a Prince of the Empire; for tho’ he is 
Suffragan of Cologn, yet he is Prince of the City and Country of ‘Liege, 
Marquis of Franchemont, Count of Loos and Hasbaye, €¥c. and he calls 
himfelf Duke of Bouillon, becaufe of fome Pretenfions he has on that 
Dutchy.

out of their Body, they often commit Diforders in the Ele@ion of their

It imports in Subftance, That the Duke doubrs not but the Emperor 
would have granted him his Prote&tion long ago, had if not been for the 
malicious Infinuations of fome Malecontents to the Emperor, that the 
Duke aimed to render himfelf independent of the Supreme Jurisdi@ion, 
but he declares he had never fuch a Thought; acknow!edges the Turisdi- 
ion of the Emperor, and the Authority of the holy Romsen Empire, and 

omifes that he will never refufe Submiffion to it. On the other Hand, he 

opes that nothing will be attempted againft his Prerogatives and 
Sovereignity, and therefore he throws himfelf intothe Emperor’s Arms, 
being prepared to return to his own Dominions, and refume his ancient 
Government. He concludes with the moft profound Submiffion, by re- 
peating the Applications he has fo often made to the Emperor, to refcué 
him.from the great Oppreffion which he has laboured under thefe five 
Years paft, to deliver his Country from the Troops of Lunenburg, to re+ 
ftore him to the peaceable Enjoyment of his Dominion. To procure him 
a juft Compenfation for the Lofs he has fuftained, and not to hearken a- 
ny more to the vile Infinuations of his Enemies; promifing, That for his 
own part, he is refolved to continue his Duty aad Loyalty with unalte- 
rable Submiffion to the End of his Days. 

The Dukes of Sax-Gotha and Wirtemberg have offered the Imperial 
Court, to ufe their good Offices towards accommodating the Duke’s Af- 
fair amicably: And we are aflured, that the Emperor has been pleafed 
to confent to it; and that he had likewife appointed the Affair to be de- 
ped fairly at Roftock, betwixt the Inapertal Commiffion and the No-
